The, expension of the \ighal /moire in the south 
right from the period of Akber to the end of the reign 
of Ayrenqreb is not merely military operations, victories 
and annexation of territories to tho ©moire; but it was 
in fact tho history of almost IOC years of Mughal 
diplomatic skill, political moves, military ooutr end 
strategy and introduction of rannsobdari and jagirderi 
system and revenue administration in the Deccan. 

After tho fall of the Rehmanis the five fcllouing 
smell kingdoms came into existence in the Oeccan. 

(1) K^ngdo.i of 

The orovince of Barer wan the first to broak its 
relation with tho Oehmani Kingdom. The dynasty founded 
by fathullah in 1404 came to be known as the Iraed 5hahi 
dynasty because tho founder held dthc title of the 
Imad-ul-flulk. The canitnl of this kingdom uos at Clichour. 
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This dynesty loeted for a period of 90 y-erc end it ucs 
annexed by Ahmadnegrr Kingdom in 1574* 

(2) Kingdom of U ar: 

Oesim ? 3erid got himself independent of Nehmud Sheh 
iahmani in 1492. However, Aii Jerid the third Sultan 
of this dynesty assumed tho title of Sheh. This dynesty 
come to an end whan it was annexed by the Kingdom of 
Sijeour in 1609. 

(3\) Kingdom of Ahmr-.ringer 

(4) Kingdom of >ltrujr 

(5) Kinodom of Golcnnda 

In addition to the above mentioned five kingdoms 
there was a smell kingdom of Khnndesh in the Deccan, 
lebur, the founder of ftughal dynasty in Indio extended 
his conquests in India from tho Punjab, to the frontiers 
of 3engal and from the Himalayas to Gualiar. He hod 
hardly any time to consolidate his empire as he lived 
for only a year after his last victory. Humayun lost 
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his kingdom and recovered it after a period of 16 yoBrs 
but his second reign lasted hardly for seven months. 

In this way the 1st tuo Mughal rulers hao no real 
onoortunity to consolidate their oosition in the North 
and divert their attention to the 5outh. 

It was Akbar who converted the insecure and oreesricus 
situation of the fluqhal omoirs into strong and consolidated 
oosition and conqured the uhole of Njorth India. Having 
firmly established his authority in the Nqrth, it ues 
difficult for Akbor, e determined imoerialist as he was, 
to resist the temptation of turning his victory march 
touerds the South. His adv nturous design led to the 
annexation of the Kingdoms in the Deccan. The dynastic 
quarrel among the Muslim stetes of the Deccan provided 
the ground for Akbar to extend his authority to the 
provinces of the Deccan. 

In the beginning Akbar tried to bring the rulers of 
the Deccan states under his control through diplomatic 
mission. Ha sent emmisseries to Kh&ndeeh, Jijaour and 
GolcondB to psreuade the respective Sultans to recognise 
his aver-lordship end to any tribute. 
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Akbsr received allegiance from ^irsn Mubarak Shah of 
1 

Khendesh in 972 H/1564 end from rturtuza Nizam Shah I from 
2 

AhmarinaQsr in 961/1573, Akhar sent e force under the 

leadership of fhahabuddin Ahmad Khan in Xafendar, 984/1577 

with instruction that mild diplomatic discaurees should be 

tried first to subdue the rulers of the Deccan and fares 

should be used in case of resistance by them end even 

uhila dninq so the security of tha peoplB of the Deccan

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Akbnr used this riiolomatic method of deputing eminent 
persona for tendering their Counsels to the rulmrs of the 
Deccan to submit their allegiance to the Mughal Dmoeror. 
This political strategy constituted a series of diplometic 
missions which continued till 1592 and by that time the 
uer drums ware not sounded. The roprosantetives of Akbsr 
on such mission were orsechinq thR gospel of the Muqhal 
authority in tha Deccan but their efforts could not produce 
the desired results. Having bean unsuccessful in his 
peaceful endeavours Akbar decided to resort to military 
operations against the Kingdoms of the Deccan and turned 
his arms Pirst against Ahmadnagrar. The time was fnvoursbla 
for flughal invasion os there uere internal disputes in 
Ahmadneger and one of the factions sought the interference 
of Akbar. 

In the y ?r 1002/1593 Raja lan Singh was deputed in 

tho Deccan. Prince ftursd who was already in the Deccan

was ordered to bo ready to 1 ad Campaign. The Mughal 
forces moved towards Ahmadnagar on 5th Isfandar, 1004/1595. 
Murad laid siege to Ahmadnagar which was gallantly defended 
by Chand Tibi. kit it was difficult for her to resist 
the attack for longer period and die was compelled to

accept a treaty by which she agreed to cede Berar to 
Akbar in April, 1596. 


Chend Bihi ancn saved the city of Ahmadnagar from 
Mughal attack and had the correct estimate of the strength 
end power of the Mughols. Ad such she wanted to avoid 

c. 

•ny clash with the luqhal in future but the dispute 
regarding the boundaries of Barer andj^ourt intriguaa 
again involved her in a conflict with Akbar against her 
wishes. :j rioce faniyel was sent with an army to besiege 
Ahmadnagar. Chend Bibi, realising the strength of hor 
forces and finding herself under the clutches of intrigues 
entered into negotiations with the -oqhals. But the 
conspirators eurderod Chend 3ibi as her policy was not 
liked by thorn end in 1600 the imperial troops ceptursd 
the city end the youno king njrhon Nizam dheh was sent 
as a state prisoner to Gualiar. The greater part of this 
kingdom had allegiance to Murtuza Nizam ohoh II uho was 
set up by the nobl 's of Ahmadnagar to succeed iurhan Shah.

In the beginning of Deccon Campaign* Khendosh had 
submitted to Akber but efterurrri3 the neu rulers withdrew 
their allegiance which made Akber/inve! e Khendesh. After 
taking its capital iurhnnour the Mughal forces laid siege 
to Asirgerh, It fell to the ^uqhals in 1601 after offorinq 
a strong resistance for a neriod of one y~er and Khendesh 
ceased to exist as a State. After the capture of fort of 
Asirgorh the military ooeratiun of Akbar in the Deccan 
came to an end* 

The neuly conqured territories by Akber in the Deccon 
wore divided into throe Subas and prince Dsniyel uas 
appointed as Subader of these njbas . 

Akbar himself was prerent in the Deccan end after the 
capture of the fort of Asirqarh and orqenisetion of the 
administration of the fluqhel Subas in the Deccen he left 
for Agra as hia eldest son Salim uas in rebellion, 

Jehonqir was also eager to enforce his authority in 
thr? Deccen and his campaigns in the Deccan lasted throughout 
his reign but without much success* 3nhanqir had been 
sending hie re-inforcement tn the Deccen right from 
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1018/1609 and had entered into negotiation with Ibrahim 

Ariil Shah II in 1019/1610 by sending ^ir Jemaluddin 

Husain Inju. According to Jahangir himself ^ir Jemaluddin 

Husain Inju was sent to tho Deccan at the request of 

Adil Shah and other rulers of the Deccan* He reached 

Jijepur on 22nd Shaken, 1019/1610 and ues given a 

reception at e distance of a fou miles from the city by

Adil Shah himself. 


Prince Deniyal died in early 1604 in the Deccan end 
since his death a state of t-ar had almost continously 
prevailed between the remainnnt of Ahmednegnr kingdom 
and the fluqhal officers hoi inn com and on the : SpU them 
frontiers of the empire* Hera the Mughals were suffering 
s set back because of the internal rivalry and quarrels of 
the Piughals generals. Other factor contributing to the 
failure of the ftughals was thn prseerce of flalik Amber,

the able minister of Ahmndnoqar State. In 1610 rielik 
Amber retrieved AhmRrinager. Ha then forced the flughal 
troops to rotiye to kirhanaur and harass 1 thorn by frequent 
attacks. The subsequent reinforcemsnts sent by Jehanqir 
were eleo of no use. Then Jahangir realised that the 
Deccan strategy could not be carried out successfully by 
Prince Pprvaz and therefore he entrusted the Deccan

The allied forces 
could give a ratrieva to the Mughal uoto 3urhanour and 
Ahmaanoqar and both 3alaqhet end Painghat were taken 
over by Malik Amber.

tQampoign uho in the middle of the yanr 1030/1621 
subjuqated the ellied Deccan forces end forced 'lalik 

Amber to execute a treaty according to which ho had to

pny a tribute and roperijations of war, 

Shah 3ahan was occupied for soma months in reorgani¬ 
sing the administration of th>- recovered territories and 
on receiving the news of serious illness of his frther 
he left the Deccan. 

In 1622 Murjehen manipulated to get Pervez declare 
as heir-apparent uhich lad Shahjahan to turn a rebel 
against 3ahpngir. It uas by this time thet the health of 
3ehangir war deteriorating. Under ouch circumstances tho 
Mughal hold over the Deccan became weak at least till 1626 
when Sheh 3 hen uithdreu his rebellion, submitted his 
apologies to 3ahanqir end uas again at the hu/m of affairs 
in the Deccan. The other im ortent factor due to uhich 
tho Rughals could not get strong held on the Deccan uos 
flalik Amber. They could not make much headway in the 
Deccan as flelik Amber effectively opoos?d thoir progress 
til! his dooth in 1626.

Uhen Shah Jehan came to the throne he confirmed the 
services of Khan Jahan as the subadar of the Deccan and 
ordered him to recover the old territories. Jut ths 

latter did not comoly with tho orders and so he was

raolnced by a more efficient officer Khan Zaman. 

flurtuza Nizam Shah II of fhmednagar extended warm 
uelcoma to Khan Jahan uho turned to be a rebel against 
the Piughal empire and rerched the Dsccan from the North. 
Flurtuze Nizam Shah confered fiefs upon Khan Jahan and 
uoon his orincloal followers. This reinforcements 
enabled 'lurtuze Nizam Shah to exoel the Wughal Officers 
from their oosts in the Jslaghat. Tho situation was so 
serious that Shah Jahan himself had to proceed to the 
Deccan. He arrived at 3urhanr>ur on 1st '’larch, 1630.

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The capture of Daulatabed, tha great fort of 
the Nizam Shah! dynasty uas an important success for 
the Muqhals but it did not bring oeace and order in 
the neuly conquared territories. In addition to it 
the Nizam Shahi Officers either continued to govern 
over a large oortion of the kingdom or transferred 
their allegiance to Bijapur. It means that Shah Oahan*s 
1st Campaign in Deocan, and the capture of Daulatahad 
fort did not orove a real success. 

So Shah Jahan left Agra on 21st Septmbar, 1635 

with the intention of visitinq Daulatsbad and completing

the subjugation of Ahmadnngar. From Handiya on the 
narbeda he despatched envoys to Adil Shah and Uutub Shah 
to uarn them of disastrous consequences if they attempted

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State and compelled /dll Shah to sue for peace.; Shrotly 
after hearing this Shahji who lost many forts offered 
to enter in the imoerial service. The young prince of 
Ahraednegar uns sent to Gualisr and ttuhemmsd Adil Shah 
Rftar accenting the position of a vassal and promising 
to nay tribute regularly uas allowed to retain some of 
the Northern Districts of the former kingdom of Ahmadnagar. 
The rest of the Nizem Shehi dominion wes declaroo annexed 
to the fluqhal empire. 

The deed of submission concluded by Abdullah Qutb 
Shah in flay, 1636 rendered him absolutely submissive to 
the ftughels. A fou salient featuras of the deed of 
submission were that (l) tho name of the Iranian monarch 
should be replaced by tho name of the Hughel Emperor in 
the Khutba, (2) the t^old and Silver coins uould be struck 
with dies sent by the Mughal Emperor, (3) A tribute of 
2 i8khs hons equal to Re, 8 lekhs uould ba remitted to 
the imperial treasury from 9th rngnol year of Shah 3ahan 
and (4) Abdullah Qutb Shah would orove a sincere friend 

to the friends of the lughal nm lire and enemies to ita

enemies. 
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After r«ctoring peace in the Deccan Shoh Johan 
loft in July, 1636. The Mughal Deccan uaa divided into 
four provinces and the V/lceroynlty of these 4 provinces 
was conferred on Aurangzeb.

of Aurangzeb the forts of Udqir and Ausa were captured

Aurangzeb attacked Golconda in 1656, The forces of

Aurangzeb then appeared on tho scene and prepared to open 
the siega of Golconda but Abul Qutb Shah*s agents succeeded

The Mughal Deccan uas divided into two portions i.e, 

Painghet and ialaghet with its own Diuan for the ouruose 
of revenue administration. Murshid Duli Khan accompanied 
Auranqzeb when he came to Deccan for the second time as 
the Subadar . 'lurahid <uli Khan* uho uas the Diuan of 
Balsghet in the beginning became the Diuan of the entire 
Deccan afterwards, Me uas very able« honest and bard-uorking

officer* The land revenue reform introduced by Hurshid 
Quli Khan in the Deccan yielded very good results. 


Aurangzeb made various improvements in tothar branches 

of administration also. He increased the number of the 

officials considerably and provided the budget for this 

ouroose. He dismissed old and incompetent persons or 

removed them to miner posts. He selected a number of 

officers of proven ability and gave them imoortant costs. 

He left able officers undisturbed in their old 3agirs if 

they were good or gave them better ones if they were

unproductive*

Aurangzeb uas unhappy uith Apul Hasan of Golconda for 
many reasons. A letter from Abul Hasan against Ayrangzeb 
to hia agent in the imperial conn was intercepted during 
Mughal siege of 3ijapur.

The Andhra Pradesh Hnto Archives is o treasure 
house of valuable records of enormous volume ranging 
from the med i c al period to thin dote* ‘>o for Persian 
records ore concerned this io one of the richest 
repository of Persian records. 

Among the various categories of records preserved 
in A.P, State Archives the category of the fhjqhnl record 
is thn oldest one* It is true that the category of 
recorde " Formans and Senorts of the Deccon Sulton B 
contain still older documents but there pro o disjoined 
lot of about hundred individual documents ubich do not 
f«Pm port of ony caries. On the othe* hand tho number 
of docum nts in thu category cf "lughal records is much 
larger and the documents have link t tilth one another 
and they ore running in chronological ordor. As such 
they form series of records. 
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The ttughol records mainly certain to the reigns 
of Shah Jehon (1626-1658 A#R#) and Aurangzab (1658-1707 A,D.)* 
The number of documents pertaining to the resign of 
5hoh Jahon is about 5*000 and quantum of documents 
pertaining to the reign of Aumnqteb is more than 1*50*000# 

Those valuable documents became a pert of the 
treasure of this Archives in an interesting manner# In 
the year 1916 the than Accountant General of Hyderabad* 
in one of his tourr. of inspection discovered thet e 
large fund of old docua nts was dumped In one of tho 
hallo in the fort of Arsk of Aurengzob (Headquarters 
of the luqhal Deccan )* in which the Subndari ( a 
regional Commissioner*s office ) was housed# He took

Akb ar uas the first Mughal ruler who having 
conquered and consolidated his position in North 
India diverted his attention to the South. Here 
also he uas successful and his conquests, i.e. 
Ahmadnagar and Khandesh were formed into three 
additional provinces of the Mughal empire. 

During the reign of Dahangir, two major

cgmnaigns uere sent to the ueccan under Prince 
Khurram ( Shah 3ahan ) to deal uith the alarming 
situations. Prince Khurram succeeded in suorossing 
the antiimperial forces but there uas no substantial 
gains to the Mughals/lfhey could not make appreciable 
advance in the Qeccan during this period. 

The peace settlement of 1636 between the Mughal 
emoire and the kingdoms of Sijapur and Golconda 
during the period of ^hah 3ahan uas an important 
land mark in the history of the Mughal emoire and 
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also in the Deccan. The Nizam Shahi dynasty came 
to an end and thereby an imoortant chapter of the

Muslim States in the Deccan uas closed.

During his reign Aurangzeb uas not satisfied 
with the Mughal gains in the Deccan and his son 
Prince Akbar uas in rebellion and fled to the Deccan 
So he personally arrived in the Deccan and spent 
there the second half of his reign. 

He uas busy in the Deccan in capturing and 
losing the forts and territories in the Deccan till 
his death. But his orominent gains in the Deccan 
uere the capture and annexation of 3ijapur and 
Golconda kingdoms to the Mughal empire. This marked 
the emergence of the neuly conqured Bijapur and 
Golconda Kingdoms as the fifth and the sixth suba 
on the mao of the Mughal Deccan.

1* Hsnsrbds rs (ulth the horsemen under them), 

2* Ahad is (gentlemen troopers), 

3, Pridsnr ns (infantry including ertillery), 

Meneebdr rs uith the horsemen under them and 
fhedis formed the cevelry. In thie wey the Mughal 
army was composed of cavalry^ ertillery and infmtry. 


The Monsrbdrrr end their Tsbinsn (horsemen) 
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formed the bulk of the ^uqhel cavalry* Among thee# 
deoertmnnfcs of the army, flu ;hrl considered cavalry 
ee the moot iaoortmt deoertm ;nt. In tho words of 
Irvine * Ths orwy ees essentially the army of horsemen* 
The ’’lunhale from beyond the oxus uere accustomed to 
fight on horsobcck only; the foot soldiers they 
desnieeu; end in artillery they never became fcery 
proficient 1 * * 

About the horsemen under the f>onsobders . I.H* 
Uureshi aeys * In the first instance they were 
recruited,by the lenseiders , then they were mustered 
for ineo ctinn by the lekshi or sometimes wen by the 
Eraoeror, The horses were examined by the exports end 
their quality wee determine* * The troooera salary

A» the 
ft hrdis uera employed^ Independently end they did 
not belong to any ipnsebtlere contingent they uoro 
celled f hprii . They were not granted mense ba . Ae 
they wore considered superior to the ordinary 
horse-nen under p lonsebdrr in efficiency end skill, 
they uoro oeid higher salaries then the ordinary 
horsemen. The AHedie vere quite often employed for 
the jobs of non-military character. 1 


The ortillrry held second place in the Mughal army 
eftcr the cavalry. A^ul fazl mentions thnt the guns 
uere carefully distributed ov r the entire omoirr} 
eech orovincs being supplied with suitable variety of 
pieces. Artillery ues consid red necose^y for "the 

of fortresses end naval action" 2 . Tho fllr tlsh 
sn officer holding high renk had the artillery under 
him. In addition to the fi > tlsh . there uere other 
officers attached to th;> artillery. Irvine seys that 
tho artillery uos much more xirfect and numerous in 
Alcmql^s reign then it uas under this greet grencfather.

The geogreohicol end geopolitical factors uere res¬ 
ponsible for risking the ^ughel edynneos slow in the 
Deccan* Tho capture of tho forts of -eirgorh end 
Ahmr.dneger during tho ooriod of Akbnr provided the 
Hugbele* strong foot-hold in the Deccan* During the 
reign of 3nhrngir the Hughe! could not make substantial 
gains though lehengir elso uiahod to get further 
victorias in the Decc'n.

A large number of 'iansaodnrs of high rank end 
their troopers uoro alueye kept at the imperial court. 
From this rescue froce at the Court# ermy ues deputed 
for isnortunt military comoeigna end r c-inforcement 
or for preventing eny revolt or supr.ssing rebellions. 

The provincial army consisted of three different 
types of forces. In the province each high official 
from the rank of Governor had to neinto in its contingent 
end the contingents of these officials formed th© first 

The Second category of orovinclal eray 
comprised of tho contingent maintained by the minor 
ZeaIndore who wore required to simply their contingents 
uhonevor needed* The third category consisted of 
cavalry# inf entry end other a ray meinteined c?t the 
jserkay end mehel levels of overy cube as oer the 
fixed quota allot )d by the Centre. 

There were many defects Jn the ftughol army 
administrations end it uaa Akbar who tried to remove

A very large number of descriptive rolls of the 
period under study are available which shows that 
this system was in extensive use* 

It is true that some of the earlier contemporary 
works furnish information about descriptive rolls end 
branding end verification orocudures but the documents 
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pertaining to the period under study explain fully 
these urocvJure nr valent in the flughol army posted 
in the teccan. 

During this ooriod the descriptive rolls uare 
prepared not only for the troopers of the Fianaa briars , 
personnel included in infantry such ae ^racndar. 
senduachi . end Tirsneez etc., but also for the horsos

ft descriptive roll for e troooer of tanesbdar or 
othor wilitary personal contained hie narce, his father's 
op Tie, caste, place of r sidenco, ulth detailed features 
of his fee© with indantifiention marks end age. The 
main object of preparing the descriptive rolls was to 
use thorn so r ference pyrnoms whenever the troopers 
of the tenssodars and of their horses end othor 
military personnels end arms and ucsoons were presented 
for muster for fchr second tine. 

The descriptive rolls of the horses uora not 
enough to check the fraud tnn for use of future 
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verification oe such it uas considered necessary 
to brsnd the horses* The horses of the flansebdars 
end thoao of their troopers end also cf Ahodle uer® 
branded on the basis of the orders end the branding 
certificates ucre also issued* Tho horses uers 
branded in the beginning only and they needed Do 
branding subsequently* Uhtnever the horses were 
presented they ucre verified in accordance with the 
doecrintiws roll end tha anrk af branding* 

The troopers of the ianoa xts ite hors os and 
inflatory personnel ouch vs >orounder end ienduochl 
ucre mquireii to present for misters, uhich were 
verified as per their descriptive roll and verification

The descriptive rolls , of the neuly recruited 
troopers of the flenoabdera uero submitt U to the
